\'Men Act on 
IN PARTNERSHIP

Announcement is made this week of 
the forming of a business partnership 
between R. B. Winder, electrical con- 
ractor and proprietor of the electrical 
supplies store on Citrus avenue, and S. 
Jones, who has been for over seven 
ears in charge of tho business in the 
Covina valley of the Pacific Light & 
Power Company and later, the Southern 
California Edison company. Tho part­ 
nership is now in effect, but Mr. Jones 
ill probably stay with the Edison 
company until December 1st. 


The announcement is of more than 
ordinary interest to the people of the 
valley, as it means an efficient eombina- 
ion of two men who have both decided­ 
ly made good in their similar lines of 
business here. Mr. Winder has been in 
the electrical contracting work here for 
welve years, with the exception of one 
ear, and has steadily built up a good 
usiness in Covina and in tho'surround- 
ng towns. His shop on Citrus avenue, 
enr the Hotel Covina, is one of the 
best equipped and best stocked stores 
of its kind in this end of the valley. 


While Mr. Jones said this week that 
he regretted somowhat the severing of 
is connections with the Edison com­ 
pany, it was a step taken in his own 
nterests, and he was sure that tho new 
rm would work at all times in complete 
ooperation with the Edison 
people. 
Since the taking over of the electrical 
ystem here by the Edison company, 
many improvements in equipment have 
boen made. 
Mr. Jones says that in

DEATH OF DR. SMITH 


RECALLS E A R L Y 
D A Y S 


Dr. E. R. Smith of Los Angoles, one 
of the earliest settlers in the Snn Ga­ 
briel valley in the days before Covina 
was settled, died S a t u r d a y night 
from 
an acute attack of intestinal 
trouble, 
from which he had been a sufferer for 
years. 


Dr. Smith was the founder of t h e 
California hospital in Los Angeles. His 
son, Dr. Rea Smith is just leaving with 
o Hold hospital unit which he organized. 
Besides 
this son, there 
is a widow, 


Mrs. 
Addie N . Smith, and two daugh­ 
ters, Mrs. George Martin and Miss Rose 
Smith. 


F o r many years the minst of the sur­ 
gical 
cases sent 
from 
Covina to Los 
Angeles for attention 
went 
into thn 
hands of Dr. Smith, whoso 
reputation 
was of the highest in his profession. Ho 
will be remembered 
here also on ac­ 
count of the townsite called Gladstone, 
which was halfway between the towns 
of Azusa ami Covina, but which was 
laid out before Covina was thought of. 
Few in the valley ever heard of Glad­ 
stone, but it was a venture tlmt went 
far toward success, but was given up. 
The town was electrically-lighted and 
laid out in modern fashion. 
Dr. Smith 
w a s one of the chief promoters. 


Dr. Smith was born at Bristol, Vt., 


November 8, 1840. He completed his 


modical education a t Rush Medical Col­ 


lege, Chicago, after which he took u p 


his residence at Rockford, III., whore 


he 
practiced 
until 1887. 
Thon, 
like 


many of the young mon of that period, 


he heard the call of the West a n d came 


to California, settling in Los Angeles, 


here he resumed the practice of his 


profession. 


Dr. Smith was elected 
vice-prosident 
of the California Hospital 
immediately 
upon its organization, later 
becoming 
its president, a position which he filled 
with singular ability for ten years. As 
a 
surgeon, he gained 
high 
eminence, 
and his advice and assistance was con 
stantly sought in matters pertaining to 
that branch of medical science. 


lie wns held in high esteem by his 
professioral 
associates, and upon his 
retirement 
from 
active 
practice, (ivo 
years ago, he was tendered a banquet at 
which the lending physicians and sur­ 
geons of the city, county and state were 
present. 


Dr. S m i t h ' s devotion to his profes­ 
sion was such that he gave little at­ 
tention 
to interests 
outside 
his 
life 
work. 
He hud a wide circle of friends 
and was regarded as a splendid typo of 
American 
manhood.

A r t h u r Bixby, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John D. Bixby of Covina, is at 
Amer­

Lake, Washington, in the 
316th 
Field Signal Battalion. 
Bixby had over 
a year of training in the signal corps 
of the national guard while a t Honolulu, 
where he was a reporter on the Hawai­ 
ian Star-Bulletin.

overcoats, so we can

well out of floors. 
They 
are short on uniforms, HO half of us are 
still wearing our civilian clothes. 


Kvery squad room in each 
barracks 
is heated by big wood-burning furnaces. 
Wood is plentiful here; they are cutting 
down a forest within -00 y a r d s of my 
barracks. 
All lights are electric. 


Food 
is 
plentiful 
and 
well 
cooked. 
Today at noon mess we had roast beef 
with potatoes and gravy, coffee, bread 
and 
corn 
starch 
pudding.

late, cake, pies or cookies. 
All these 
can be bought at, the company canteen 
on credit if wanted. 


Keeping clean is easier than on the 
average California ranch. 
We have hot 
and cold showers in the lavatories and 
a hot bath is obtainable nearly every

W e 
all use

hot water to wash clothes 
with, too. 
I just finished my w e e k ' s washing a few 
minutes ago. 
Laundry service at 
the 
camp is slow and you run the risk of 
not getting back your own clothes, that 
most of us are doing our own washing 
for the first time in our lives, and get­ 
ting good residts.

SPEAKER EXPLAINS 


CAUSE OF WAR 


Lee} Henry, a young a t t o r n e y of Pas­ 
adena, gave a talk before a room 
filled 
with men at the parish hall of the Holy 
Trinity Episcopal church Tuesday even­ 


ing, which was one of the gatherings of 
the men of the church which the rector, 
Rev. C. T. M u r p y has arranged for the 
coming winter. 


Mr. H e n r y has made quite an exhaus­ 
tive study 
of the philosophy 
and 
the 
economics of the present war, and spoke 
from 
an entirely different 
angle 
than 
that which is generally heard. 
In 
fact, 
his construction of 
the causes of 
the 
war is the sober thought of the majority 
of thinkers, but which is not empasized 
at this particular time. 


Building 
up 
the 
incidents 
t h a t 
led 
to this war, and following with descrip­ 
tion the geography and location of the 
various countries 
of 
Europe 
and 
the 
American continent, he stated that eco­ 
nomic pressure from within 
the 
coun­ 
tries at war had been the cause of flic 
war. which, though now a trite state- 
ment, is interesting in dotal. 


Any country, he maintained, whether 
it be Germany, England, 
the 
United 
S t a t e , or any. country engaged in this 
present 
war, will strike 
for 
economic 
freedom 
when 
the pressure from 
the 
outside is so great that it endangers the 
peace and happiness of those within. 
If 
the wresting a w u y of trade, the bottling 
up of access to harbors and an 
over­ 
weight of imports is brought upon one 
nation, that nation must fight to protect 
its own 
people from discomfort, 
from 
unhappy conditions, such as impending 
starvation. 


He predicted t h a t this war was only 
the first g r e a t war of a series of wars 
that 'II work out a new economic system 
for the world. 
The United States, he 
said, had 
never yet 
felt 
the 
pressure 
of trade relations and the need for col­ 
onization that the old countries had felt, 
b u t her entrance into the war, although 
ostensibly caused by the killing of citi­ 
zens on the high seas, was also the eco­ 
nomic fptostion 
of the interruption 
of 
trade 
with 
other countries. 
H e 
said 
that if the United S t a t e s had been en­ 
tirely shut off from 
mniketing its 450 
million bushels of wheat a year, a pert 
od of great hardship, with 
financial 
pan­ 
ic would probably have resulted within 
a short time. 


Countries go to war because the trade 
pressure of other countries causes bad 
economic 
conditions 
within 
countries, 
which m a k e s the people unhappy in pro­ 
portion to their bodily discomfort 
and 
misery. 
This is communicated to 
the 
government, 
because all 
governments 
must depend upon t h e happiness of the 
people for their stability.
